In response to the repeated requests of poultrymen in the southern section 
of California, compilations of important economic information relating specifical- 
ly to that region, have been herein compiled, The larger part of the material 
has not been compiled nor disseminated heretofore. The source of the tabular 
material has been given fully in order that poultrymen and others interested 
can add to the data given, 


Considerable confusion exists in the minds of egz producers and other 
relative to the standards set up for eggs. In this publication various price 
series are given for eggs of different standards. The specifications for the 
different standards are given in the following sections I, II, and III.

The yolk may be mobile and may show slightly visible germ development 
and other definite but not serious defects. The white must be reasonably firm 


and be clear.

CLS COUNT 


Case Count eggs shall be reasonally clean and of good average size, may 
be of mixed color, and shall have a minimum weight of 435 pounds net to the 
cases; may contain not to exceed 15% of medium eggs. Quality shall be 80% U. S. 
Standards or better; the balance, excepting tolerance, shall be U. S. Trades 
or better. Hach case of 30 dozen eggs may contain as tolerance not to exceed 
one dozen checked egzs and a total loss of one half dozen. 


The container for Case Count eggs may be new or used cases, but must 
be sound and rexsonably clean; may be branded. Fillers and flats shall be 
sound and reasombly clean. Containers not meeting speaifications may be charged 
back to seller at 10¢ per case.

Most eges consumed in the Los Angeles area are brought in by truck. The 
map shows the rates of common-carrier trucking companies though most eggs are 
brought in by pick-up men, peddlers, wholesalers, and producers! cooperatives 
with contract carriers probably next in importance. lany truckers hauling 
from outside the state take title to the eges and receive no payment for haul- 
ing as such but rely on the profit made on the sale of eggs hauled.

Freight Lines System. Rates include pick-up end delivery. 
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adequate figures on hauling costs and contract rates are not available at 
present. Contract rates are being quoted from San Francisco to Los ingeles 
at 40 cents per cwt. and from Portland to Los Angeles under refrigeration at 
65 cents per cwt, Contract rates vary considerably with particular circum- 
stances. The trucking code may introduce some degree of stability in the 
rate structure where truckers are not hauling goods which they own.

During the past five years receipts from outside of California have 
accounted for from 5 to 17 per cont of the estimated total receipts on the 
Los Angeles market. The percentages aro probably less than indicated owing 
to the impossibility of obtaining accurate reports on ogg receipts. So many 
eggs are produced and mrketed outside of the wholesaloe channels that it is 
a problem to work out any accurate indox of rocoipts originating within 
Californiae

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Total shixments of eggs from California reached a peak in 1928 (table 14). 
This movement remained on a high level through three years, The trend in total 
California shipments was decidedly downward from 1930 through 1933. 


Shipments of eggs from southern Californian points have never accounted for 
a large part of the state's total shipments. From 1930 through 1933 shipments 
to outside states from southern Californian points dwindled to almost nothing.

Trade Output of Eggs 


Informetion on the seasonal consumption of eggs would bo highly desirable 
could the data be determined accurately. The impossibility of obtaining an 
HeECURALe NepOrs OM EG Keceapts is responsible for this situations, This is 
further complicated by the fact that large distributors of eggs in the Los 
imgeles mrket may have their places of business in adjoining cities and do 
nov report their receipts to the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. In addition 
there are producers and hucksters who deliver direct to the retailer and con- 
sumer and those who produce their own cggs and poultry within the city limits, 
So many eggs are produced and marketod outside of the wholesale channels that 
it is a problem to work out any accurato index of trade output. 


Vil 


Poultrymen are interested in the relationship between feed and eggs 
prices. “With poultrymen in widely scattered sections and with feeds bought 
under different conditions it is difficult to assume any set price for all 
poultrymen. In table 18 the feed prices used in the calculations are those 
published by the Poultrymen's Cooperative Association of Southern California. 


Egg prices bring up even greater difficulties in making calculations. 
No poultryman ordinarily produces large, pullet or small oggs exclusively. 
Furthermore egg grades have changed. The egg prices used in making the cal- 
culations in table 18 were taken from tables 1 and 5, Attention is called 
to the change in quotations on February 16, 1931 making comparisons of the 
egg-feed ratio before and after this date impossible.

The producer's cooperatives sell these eggs through their regular 
ehamnoels of trade. Wrolesalers sell some through their regular channels for 
distribution of shell eggs and the balance are broken and sold as canned eggs. 
Brokers usually sell to wholesalers but at times they sell to roadside stands, 
Agents sell to wholesalers. Pick-up men, brirping in eggs from some distance, 
usually obtain them from retailers and sell them to wholesalers, specialized 
ege breakers and peddlers. This type of pick-up man is usually known as a 
trucker. ; 


Types of Egg Dealers in Southern California 


Pick-up mane-- One who buys from the producer and sells practically all 
he picks up to a wholesaler. He ordinarily buys eggs graded by the producer 
InwoOnuance SHzes whiten ao, usually) called numbers 1, 2, ands or large, 
medium and small, He sells to the wholesaler in the same way or he may be docked 
for standards, bloods, trades, checks and dirties after the candling has been 
done. Pick-up men will sometimes attempt to get retailers, restaurants, etc. 
to buy of thom since these pay a higher price than do the wholesalers; thus 
he may gradually change to the peddler type. 


Although the pick=up man takes title to the eggs and is sometimes 
called a huckster, his chief function is that of hauling from the ranch to 
the concentration point in the city. He usually collects ocegs from each of 
his stops, as they are called, twice por week. Three or four days are devoted 
to collecting and two or three days to hauling into the city. He usually 
delivers his load to one wholesaler though he has no contract and oither 
party may discontinue business relationships at will. 


The wholesaler pays at the time of delivery for the load minus * 
dockage Tor the preceding load or for the previous load, dockage already con- 
sidered. The pek-up man can sémetimes pass these deductions on to the rancher 
when he pays him since payment is made at the time of pick-up for the precoding

A total of 227 dozen eggs was purchased in Riverside, San Bernardino, 
and Los Angeles. An attempt was made to get a fair sample of different types 
of stores and all types of neighborhoods, There is no definite basis for 

classifying neighborhoods but in this case the judgment of three persons was 


useds At any rate other factors are probably more significant. 


The stores were chosen at random while driving through the cities. At 
each store data used in this report were collected and one dozen of each 
variety of eggs handled was purchased. 


Tables 23 to 51 indicate the retailers' selling prices, purchase prices 
and margins by grades. Large and medium extras only were found in all three

Tables 62 1s a summary of retail prices on all eggs purchased and 
table 35 indicates the daily quotation of all grades on the Produce Exchange 
of Los Angeles during the period when these eggs were purchased by the retailers.

Haster Sunday. These egss were not purchased, however.
